Bureau held its 31st — and last 
— annual

Speakers outlined to the 300 
present details of the merger, 
scheduled for July I, by which 
the Farm Bureau will become 
part of Agway, a 12-state or­ 
ganization made up of the Penn­ 
sylvania Farm Bureau, Eastern 
States and G.L.F. cooperatives. 
The new organization, already 
is in effect by the recent merg­ 
ing of the otncr two coopera­ 
tives. 
Lester M. Shughart, assistant 
general manager of the Penn­ 
sylvania Farm Bureau Coopera­ 
tive 
Association, 
commended 
the Adams County Farm Bu­ 
reau for its 31 years of opera­ 
tion. “Today there are only 
half as many farmers as there 
were 20 years ago, but they are 
individually 
farming 
m o r e 
acres. It has been necessary 
for each of you to grow larger, 
to take on more land to make 
practical the use of the ma­ 
chinery you have to have if you 
are to keep in operation.We are 
in much the same situation with 
our cooperative. We have to 
grow larger if we are to stay 
in business. We think the best 
method is to merge into a co­ 
operative big enough to do the 
Job that needs to be done." 
IS CORPORATION 
Shughart indicated that the 
new organization will be some­ 
thing more than a cooperative. 
As a Delaware corporation it 
will be able to sell not only to 
farmer members but to the pub­ 
lic. In those operations it will 
also be subject to all taxes 
levied on other business, but 
“such profit as we derive from 
sales to our town friends will 
accrue to the farmers who own 
it.” 
Shughart said some will not 
be able to become members of 
Agway because they are not 
active farmers. 
The new operation will permit 
expansions beyond that of the 
cooperatives 
comprising 
it, 
Shughart said. He listed as an

LITTLE AID IN 
DOG POISONING 


The search for an answer to 
the deaths of some 14 pet dogs 
in Adams County continues today 
with a new wrinkle—that of prov­ 
ing that any or all of the victims 
were actually poisoned, and if 
so. what poison was used. 
A representative of the state 
department of agriculture has 
informed 
several 
dog 
owners 
whose pets “died suddenly” dur­ 
ing the recent “dog elimination 
campaign” which started in Big* 
lerville, moved to the Benders­ 
ville and WenksvUie areas and 
more recently to the Colt Park 
section of Gettysburg, that “un­ 
less the dog owner can prove 
that the dog was poisoned there 
can be no prosecution, even if 
the police have a likely suspect ” 
Furthermore, says the spokes­ 
man from the Dog Law Division. 
Bureau of Animal Industry. Har­ 
risburg, “the owner must also be 
able to prove what poison was 
used in the death of his amma].” 
SENO TO LAB 
The dead animal, if poison is 
suspected, must be sent to “the 
nearest laboratory for analysis,” 
the spokesman continues. Such 
institutions are listed ta the yel­ 
low pages of city telephone books, 
but not in Gettysburg. 
Local 
residents are advised to contact 
t h e i r veterinarian, who 
will 
recommend a nearby laboratory 
to which the body may be sent. 
Upon analysis, the owner may 
advise local police authorities “if 
there is proof of poisoning.” 
After more than a month of 
harassment and wide-spread dog 
killings, this information should 
be of little comfort and encour­ 
agement to dog owners who have 
been under the impression thai 
th* state agency was “beating 
the bushes” with a heavy stick 
trying to rout out the culprit who

A UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE 
There is a language of the 
heart that is a universal lan 
guage. And it is a language that 
even dumb beasts and birds 
often can understand. The phi 
losopher Pascale once wrote 
that “the heart has its reasons 
of which reason knows nothing. 
The material affairs of this 
life are for the intellect, but not 
the heart. In a discussion of the 
arts of poetry, painting and mu­ 
sic, William Blake is quoted as 
saying that these 
were the 
three powers in man of con­ 
versing with Paradise.” 
Who is there among us, who 
is a lover of these arts, who 
doesn’t fluently converse with 
each one when in contact with 
any of them? 
Irecall noting 
four small boys, with arms

PHILADELPHIA (A PW ack 
Lopmson, 27, has been convicted 
of arranging the murders of His 
pretty 25-year-old wife, Judy, 
and his business partner, Jo­ 
seph Malito, 52. The jury sen­ 
tenced him to death in the elec­ 
tric chair. 
Lopinson, his legs crossed, his 
head down, showed no emotion 
Thursday night as the jury of IO 
men and two women announced 
the verdict and sentence. 
The guilty verdict was handed 
up to Judge Edward Griffiths in 
Quarter sessions Court after 
four hours and 35 minutes of de­ 
liberation. It took only another 
hour of deliberation before the 
death sentence was brought in. 
Lopinson’s attorney was given 
IO days to present material to 
warrant another trial. Judge 
Griffiths set April 12 for hearing 
arguments for a new trial. 
In the sensational 31-day trial, 
Lopinson was accused of hiring 
Francis (Birdman) Phelan to 
kill his wife and Maiito. Judy 
Lopinson, with four shots in her 
head, and Malito, shot three 
times in the head, were killed 
last June 19 in the basement of­ 
fice of Dante’s Restaurant, owned 
by Lopinson and Malito. 
Phelan testified for the prose­ 
cution that Lopinson had hired 
him to kill the pair. Phelan is 
awaiting trial. 
Lopinson denied any complici­ 
ty id the murders, testifying 
that Phelan shot the two and 
and wounded him while robbing 
the restaurant and that he had 
not told police because he fear­

ROBBED OF SMILE 
When a missionary to Africa 
returned home after 25 years 
in the heart of that dark conti­ 
nent, he surprised some friends 
by saying: “One of the greatest 
differences between now and 25 
years ago that I notice is this, 
that the 
modern 
pace 
has 
robbed the young ma nof his 
smile.” There is a strained, al­ 
most a struggle-for-life look on 
people’s faces. When you find 
yourself in a public building or 
in a Urge gathering, notice Peo­ 


ple’s facial expressions, 
and 
frequently you will see deep- 
graven sorrow, and often the 
imprint of bewilderment. 
In speaking of the last days 
m world history the prophet 
Daniel declared: “And at that 
time shall Michael stand up, the 
great prince which standeth for 
the children of thy people; and 
there shall be a time of trouble, 
such as never was since there 
was a nation even to that same 
lime.” (Daniel 12:1). 
“TIME OF TROUBLE” 
The fulfillment of this proph­ 
ecy is yet in the future. How­ 
ever, there are signs that the 
“time of trouble” is at hand, 
even at the door. The shadows 
of this “time of trouble” have 
fallen across the threshold of 
every nation under the sun. 
There are fearful forebodings 
everywhere. Nations have such 
nuclear and chemical war po­ 


tential that they could destroy 
the world within a matter of 
minutes. Because of this men’s 
hearts are fearful and troubled. 
Notice the significance of the 
phrase, “the time of the end.” 
The characteristics of this “time 
of the end” are seen in these 
words, “many shall run to and 
fro,” and “knowledge shall be 
increased.” We are seeing to­ 
day great advancement in rapid 
transportation and a broad in­ 
crease in knowledge. 
SCIENCE ADVANCES 
In our time science has made 
discoveries that are startling 
and 
world-shaking. 
Scientific 
discoveries during the fifties 
and in the early sixties are 
greater, in many ways, than 
in all past history; and there 
seems to be no end to great 
scientific achievements. 
In Tokyo, a man was standing 
on the street corner watching 


thousands of youth and their 
elders snake-dancing and cry­ 
ing for the overthrow of the 
government. With a look of dis­ 
gust on his face, he turned to 
a friend and asked, “What has 
gone wrong with our citizens? 
What is the matter with our 
generation?” 
INTERNAL CRISIS 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said: “This nation is hurtling 
toward a frightful internal crisis. 
Indeed, I am convinced that 
we have already reached a 
crossroads we have been head­ 
ing for since the beginning of 
World War H; and if we fail to 
admit Jhe deadly nature of this 
crisis and to meet it quickly 
and aggressively, we will pay 
with the life of our republic.” 
He went on to say, “There is 
little chance that the dikes of 
decency and morality in Ameri­ 
ca can long withstand the surg­ 


ing tidal wave of crime threat­ 
ening our nation unless every 
citizen, just as in the flood- 
menaced communities, la will­ 
ing to pitch in to help stem the 
tide.”

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SAYS FIRINGS 
"JUSTIFIED" 
BY CHECKUP

HARRISBURG (A P )- As far 
aa the Scranton Administration 
is concerned the b o o k s are 
closed on the 39 missing arrest 
reports from the Bureau of 
Traffic Safety. 
Gov. Scranton told his weekly 
news conference Thursday he is 
satisfied the information released 
on 
the 
investigation 
of th e 
missing reports was “complete 
and adequate.” 
“No,” he relpied flatly when 
asked if newsmen might see the 
official copy of a report to the 
state Justice Department, of the 
events leading up to the remov- 
a1 of the 39 files and the subse­ 
quent firing of two top enforce­ 
ment officers in the bureau. 
DETAILS MISSING 
Scranton said the investigation 
justified the dismissals of H. 
Earl Pitzer and James S. Cozens 
following discovery that the re­ 
ports were missing. 
Newsmen pointed out that a 
report issued Wednesday listing 
the names of the 39 drivers 
cleared them of complicity, but 
failed to note that a majority 
were truck drivers or to give de­ 
tailed information about their 
arrests for various motor vehi­ 
cle violations. 
“We have told you precisely 
what happened, you got every 
one of the names, you got what 
happened in every case,’’ Scran­ 
ton said. “We even told you that 
in our opinion they were not 
handled properly and that this 
is the reason the two gentlemen 
were dismissed. What are you 
getting at?” 
IMPROPER, NOT CRIMINAL 
The governor emphasized the 
cases involved improper handl­ 
ing, not criminal wrongdoing 
Therefore, there is no prosecu 
lion anticipated. 
Turning to another investiga 
(ion, Scranton said he would 
await completion of a Justice 
Department p r o b e of alleged 


malpractices in the mild indus­ 
try and other studies before de­ 
ciding whether to try to amend 
the state’s milk price regulation 
law. 
The Justice Department is 
investigating r e p o r t s of kick­ 
backs between milk producers 
and dealers in Western Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
ON OTHER TOPICS 
Other highlights: 
Surplus — Scranton rejected 
Democratic contention that the 
general fund surplus would hit 
$100 million by the end of the 
current fiscal year, June 30. He 
stuck to his original estimate of 
$61 million. 
Philadelphia schools—The gov­ 
ernor held out the hope of in­ 
creased state aid for education 
in Philadelphia. 
Chester schools—Scranton said 
he had given assurances to the 
Chester Parents Association at 
a meeting earlier in the day 
that he would not try to influ­ 
ence the outcome of the Chester 
School Board appeal against an 
order of the State Human Rela­ 
tions Commission for immediate 
desegration.

663 OBJECTS 
NOT IDENTIFIED 
BY AIR FORCE 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
18 years of investigating flying 
objects reports, the Air Force 
lists 663 sightings as uniden­ 
tified. 
The latest Air Force report, 
made available to The Associat­ 
ed Press today, showed that 8,- 
908 reported sightings were in­ 
vestigated from 1947 through 
1964. 
The Air Force evaluated the 
reports either as identifiable, 
lacking in data to permit an 
evaluation or unidentified. 
The Air Force report said a 
sighting is considered uniden­ 
tified when: “A report appar­ 
ently contains all pertinent data 
necessary to suggest a valid 
hypothesis concerning the cause 
or explanation of the report but 
the description of tho object or 
its motion cannot be correlated 
with any known object or phe­ 
nomena” 
FIRM CONCLUSIONS 
So far, the report said, these 
firm 
conclusions 
had 
been 
reached in 18 years of chasing 
down 
reports of unidentified 
flying objects: 
1. No such object reported, 
investigated and evaluated by 
the Air Force “has ever given 
any indication of threat to our 
national security.** 
2. No evidence has been sub­ 
mitted to or discovered by the 
Air Force that sightings classed 
as unidentified “represent tech­ 
nological developments or prin­ 
ciples 
beyond the 
range 
of 
present-dav 
scientific 
knowl­ 
edge.’* 
3. There has been no evidence 
indicating that any of the un­ 
identified sightings are vehicles 
from beyond earth 
DISCOUNTS INTRASPACE 
The Air Force said that it 
“does not denv the possibility 
that some form of life may exist 
on other planets in the uni­ 
verse.’* However, it said, it has 
neither received nor discovered 
“any evidence which proves the 
existence aud intra space mobili­ 
ty of intraterrestrial life.’’ 
Most of the sightings over the 
past 18 years have been checked 
out to be such things as bal­

BACKLOG OF 
NEW ORDERS 
LOOKS GOOD

NEW YORK (AP) — One rea­ 
son that business prospects look 
so good just now is a very pro­ 
saic set of figures kept by facto­ 
ry bookkeepers. They show the 
ratio of new orders to ship­ 
ments, to inventories, to unfilled 
orders. 
Of all the indicators of where 
business is heading the one that 
corporate treasurers find most 
convincing is a buildup in new 
orders on the company books. 
And if these grow faster than 
stocks pile up, business pros­ 
pects look glowing indeed. 
The backlog of unfilled orders 
means busy weeks or months 
ahead for the lucky factories or 
distributors. And if stocks on 
hand are increasing at less than 
a feverish pace, the economy 
looks that much the healthier. 
ANOTHER RECORD 
Latest figures compiled by the 
Department of Commerce show 
factory orders have risen to an­ 
other record high. In many in­ 
dustries, although not all, ship­ 
ments also have boomed. This 
tends to hold down the total of 
unfilled orders. But they are 
impressive right now, and facto­ 
ry inventories have only edged 
higher rather than soared. 
This means that ordering, ex­ 
cept for steel and a few other 
items where strike threats raise 
shortage fears, is based on the 
healthy reason that the goods 
are wanted now, and are being 
used up fairly promptly in the 
general prosperity. 
For all manufacturing, new 
orders in January hit a record 
$39.7 billion, with durable goods 
accounting for $21.3 billion of 
that. In January 1964 durables 
had $18.5 billion of a total $35 
billion.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
struction on the world’s greatest 
highway program yet conceived 
—the 41,000-mile U.S. interstate 
system — is past the halfway 
mark and just about on sched­ 
ule. 
The program was set up by 
Congress in 1956 and 1972 set as 
the target date for completion. 
It will consist of 41,000 miles 
of high-speed highways to con­ 
nect the nation’s principal met­ 
ropolitan areas, cities and in­ 
dustrial centers and to serve as 
a defense network of roads if 
needed. 
The system generally is de­ 
signed to take motorists whiz­ 
zing along without worries about 
intersections, traffic lights and 
jammed city streets. 
19,911 MILES OPEN 
Today, a little more than 
eight years after the program 
was launched. 19,019 miles are 
open for traffic; construction is 
under way on another 5,196 
miles, while engineering work 
or right-of-way acquisition is in 
progress for another 12,103. 
The remaining 4.680 miles in 
the system are listed by the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads as in pre­ 
liminary status or not started. 
Thus, about 89 percent of the 
system is open or under way. 
The bureau says the program 
is about (Mi schedule and that 
completion in 1972 is possible. 
However, time is getting short 
for the drafting of plans for the 
unstarted segments, a spokes­ 
man said. 
URBAN HURDLES 
The pinch, he said, will be on 
segments in the urban areas — 
the roads designed to take traf­ 
fic through, under or around 
cities.

$21 BILLION SPENT 
The latest 
estimate repre 


sents a $5,8-billion increase over 
the estimate submitted to Con­ 
gress in 1961. 
Through 1964, a total of $21.7 
billion had been spent on the 
interstate system, roughly $19 
billion of it federal money and 
$2.6 billion state money. 
The federal share is financed 
by highway users through taxes 
on gasoline, new trucks and 
buses, tires and tubes and the 
like.

ASK NEW LAWS 
TD CURB CRIME 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Investigations subcom­ 
mittee has urged Congress to 
consider new laws to strike at 
the powerful crime syndicate 
known variously as the Mafia 
and as Cost Nostra. 
The chairman, Sen. John L. 
McClellan, D-Ark., said the leg­ 
islation is being drafted and will 
be introduced by subcommittee 
members. 
The subcommittee said in a 
report Wednesday to the Senate 
that new laws should be consid­ 
ered. The report saki Cost Nos- 
tra collects many billions of dol­ 
lars a year from gambling, nar­ 
cotics, prostitution and other 
rackets. 
Among the recommendations 
is one to make wiretapping by 
police legal if authorized by 
courts. Other wiretapping would 
be outlawed. 
A n o t h e r recommendation 
would make it a federal crime 
to belong to an organization 
dedicated to criminal conspira­ 
cies.
